Methodists 
Endorse Work of Anti*

Baltimore, May 26. — The general 
conference of the Methodist church, at

record as endorsing unqualifiedly the 
work of the Anti-Saloon league and 
also favoring local option.

Didra is a baker, and he 
melted forty pounds of lard in a big 
pan to make doughnuts. He placed the 
pan on the cement pavement in the 
rear of his shop to cool it off. 


A few minutes later his little girl 
and a neighbor's boy came romping 
through the bakery, playing tag. The 
girl tagged her companion, and in *so 
doing lost her balance and fell into 
the hot lard. 
She was picked up im­ 
mediately and medical relief afforded. 


Strange to say, she seemed to suffer 
but little pain, hardly cried and never 
lost consciousness until near the end. 


Two Boy* Killed By Trolley Car. 
David Rothman, thirteen years old, 
and Frank Culatto, eight years old, 
were killed by a trolley car at Balti­ 
more, Md. 
The boys were riding on 
the rear of a wagon, saw the car a^>- 
proaching from the rear, and, appar­ 
ently thinking there would be a col­ 
lision, jumped 
from the 
wagon to 
avoid it. The car ran them down be­ 
fore they could leap from its path. 
Both boys were terribly crushed by 
the car fender, though in neither case 
was the skin of their little bodies 
broken.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 26.—A rlagger- 
like piece of broken glass from a mir­ 
ror, smashed during a runaway in the 
West End, pierced eighteen-year-old 
Edgar Burns* heart and he died within 
a few minutes.

SODA TANK BLOWS UP 


One Man Killed, Another Fatally In­ 
jured and Store Wrecked. 


Philadelphia, May 26.—Louis Leavin 
was killed and his brother Jacob prob­ 
ably fatally injured by the explosion 
of a soda water tank in their store in 
the northern central part of the city. 
The brothers were charging the tank 
when it burst, hurling them across the 
cellar. 
The floor of the place was 
ripped up and they were buried in a 
pile of debris. Louis died shortly after 
being admitted to the hospital. Both of 
Jacob's arms are broken and he is suf­ 
fering from internal injuries. 


Defaulter’s Body Found In Creek. 
Sunbury, Pa., May 26.—The body of 
& man in a bad state of decomposition 
was found in Shamokin creek on the 
outskirts of this city. Identification is 
uncertain, but from a watch found in 
one of the pockets it is thought to be 
the body of Francis M. Bloom head 
bookkeeper of the Sunbury Trust & 
Safe Deposit company, who disappear­ 
ed on May 6, and whose accounts were 
afterward found to be $6000 short, ac­ 
cording to a statement given out by 
the directors. 


Broke Legs Turning Over In Bed. 
Miss Margaret Kramer, of Philadel­ 
phia, fractured both legs while turning 
over in bed. Miss Kramer, who has 
been the guest of her brother, Dr. 
Charles F. Kramer, a prominent drug­ 
gist, of Harrisburg, Pa., for some time, 
has been suffering from rheumatism. 
The accident, which occurred in the 
act of turning over, has attracted con­ 
siderable 
attention 
among 
medical 
men. 


Bali Player Burst Blood Vessel; Dead. 


Anxious to make up for an error 
previously committed, John R. Parry, 
an amateur base ball player, at St. 
Louis, put forth so much effort in a 
long throw from deep left field to the 
home plate during & game between 
two loc*l base ball teams that he burst 
a blood vessel, and fell dead as the 
ball reached the catcher and put out 
the player who was trying to steal 
home. 


Dog’s Victim Is Dead. 


The fate the doctors at the Pasteur 
institute predicted for him on Monday 
overtook William H. Marsh, of Brook­ 
lyn, Wednesday night, when the well- 
to-do manufacturer of water meters 
died of hydrophobia. 
His end was 
peaceful, as he was put under the in­ 
fluence of opiates and was kept free 
from pain to the last. 


Mr. Marsh contracted hydrophobia 
while caring for 
an 
injured water 
spaniel. 
Unsuspecting at first, he be­ 
came worried about his condition on 
Saturday, when symptoms resembling 
those of hydrophobia developed. By 
that time, however, the disease had 
progressed so far that there was no 
hope of checking it.

Poison Sent In Gift Nearly Kills Two. 


A mysterious case of a deliberate 
attempt to murder by poisoning wae 
reported to the authorities at Char­ 
leroi, Pa. 
A box that contained a 
lot of oranges and a bottle of whisky 
was received by Mrs. Samuel Fred* 
wood, the sender apparently living in 
Bellevue, a suburb of Pittsburg. Mrs. 
Fredwood ate 
the oranges, 
and a 
caller, Abraham* Lewis, also ate an 
orange and drank some of the liquor. 
Both became violently ill and nearly 
died. The oranges were sent to Pitis* 
burg for a chemical test. Mrs. Fred- 
wod is unable to surmise who her en­ 
emy may be.

TO CLEAN LEATHER. 


To clean leather mix together half 


a pound each of French chalk and 
Fuller's earth, two ounces of pow- 
dered starch and one ounce of yellow 
ochre. Wet this with boiling water 
enough to make a thin paste and add 
one tablespoonful of sweet oil. When 
cold, spread on the soiled leather 
and let it remain until dry, then 
brush off. 


Wipe off every particle of the clean- 


Ing material and polish the leather 
with wax melted with turpentine 
(four ounces of wax and one gill of 
turpentine). If you wish to darken 
the leather add a little oil to the wax 
preparation. 


Leather that has become dull and 


shabby looking may be very much 
improved by being rubbed over with 
the white of an egg well beaten. 


Leather bags may be cleaned -with 


a sponge dipped in warm water, in 
which a little oxalic acid has been 
dissolved.-—New York Press.

"Our idea was to secure a machine 


which, with a little practice, could 
be balanced and steered semi-auto- 
matically, by reflex action, just as a 
bicycle is. There is no time to be 
given, to conscious thought la bal- 
ancing an aeroplane; the action of 
the air is too rapid. * * * 


"The problem of the real power- 


driven flying machine was exactly 
what we knew it must be—the ques- 
tion of equilibrium. We secured the 
use of a swampy meadow eight miles 
east of Dayton, Ohio. On our tests 
there it became clear that the flying; 
machine would operate well In a 
straight line; the difficulty came im- 
mediately upon turning corners, as it 
was necessary to do in the small field. 
Just what the trouble was \re could 
not tell. Several turns might be made 
safely; then, all at once, the machine 
would begin to lose its balance, and 
must be stopped and brought down to 
the ground. We kept experimenting 
to discover the cause of the trouble 
and the way of dealing with it, and ia 
the latter part of the year 1904 we 
made some progress. 
We accom- 


plished a complete circle on Septem- 
ber 20, and two flights of three miles 
each around the course in November 
and December.

But we really only see it during

machine would operate well 
In 
a 
straight line; the difficulty came Im- 
mediately upon turning corners, as it 
was necessary to do in the small field. 
Just what the trouble was we could 
not tell. Several turns might be made 
safely; then, all at once, the machine 
would begin to lose its balance, and 
must be stopped and brought down to 
the ground. 
We kept experimenting 
to discover the cause of the trouble 
and the way of dealing with it, and in 
the latter part of the year 1904 we 
made some progress. 
We accom- 
plished a complete circle on Septem- 
ber 20, and two flights of three miles 
each around the course in November 
and December.

At the time Mr. E. W. Howe, the 
editor of the Atchison Globe, visited 
Jerusalem there were 2000 Russian 
pilgrims in the city, and when he at­ 
tended the Greek church in the Rus­ 
sian quarter it was crowded with pil­ 
grims, seven-tenths of them old men.

“The problem of the real power- 
driven flying machine was exactly; 
what we knew it must be— the ques­ 
tion of equilibrium. We secured the 
use of a swampy meadow eight miles 
east of Dayton, Ohio. 
On our tests 
there it became clear that the flying 
machine would operate well in a 
straight line; the difficulty came im­ 
mediately upon turning corners, as it 
was necessary to do in the small field. 
Just what the trouble was we could 
not tell. Several turns might be made 
safely; then, all at once, the machine 
would begin to lose its balance, and 
must be stopped and brought down to 
the ground. 
We kept experimenting 
to discover the cause of the trouble 
and the way of dealing with it, and in 
the latter part of the year 1904 we 
made some progress. 
We accom­ 
plished a complete circle on Septem­ 
ber 20, and two flights of three miles 
each around the course in November 
and December.

Heavy Rain. 


New Oxford and vicinity was visited on 
last Friday evening between 7 and 8 o'- 
clock, by one of the heaviest down pours 
of rain for many years, and in fact, many 
of the older citizens decls^re it was the 
greatest fall of rain that they ever witness- 
ed. 
The storm was of nearly one hour's 
duration, and the streets were covered 
with one sheet of water. 
The side drains 
were overflowed, and on Carlisle street 
flooded over the pavements, carrying box- 
es, etc., from in front of business places.

The rain and storm was not general in 
the county, as the upper end of the coun- 
ty had but little rain, as did also the low- 
er end.

Waddle sud- 
denly sprang towards tho woman and tak 
ing her by the throat dragged her out into 
the alley. 
Several neighbor women saw 
that he meant to harm her and called for 
help. 
Tho other man disappeared, 
Wad- 
dle dragged her farther down tho alley 
and pushed her against the fence. ' Here 
he stabbed her five times, once immedi- 
ately above the heart, three times on 
the left arm and once above the left 
eye. 
The wounds on the arm were re- 
ceived by the woman attempting to shield 
her side. 


By this time several men having heard 
the woman call arrived on the sconce and 
Waddle made his escape in tho darkness. 
He has not been raptured 
to this time,

Heavy Rain. 


New Oxford and vicinity was visited on 
last Friday evening between 7 and 8 o’­ 
clock, by one of the heaviest down pours 
of rain for many years, and in fact, many 
of the older citizens declare it was the 
greatest fall of rain that they ever witness­ 
ed. 
The storm was of nearly one hour’s 
duration, and the streets were covered 
with one sheet of water. 
The side drains 
were overflowed, and on Carlisle street 
flooded over the pavements, carrying box­ 
es, etc., from in front of business places. 
At the tile crossing at intersection of Car­ 
lisle and Berlin streets the water spread 
over the streets for seve ral hundred feet, 
from 2 to 5 feet deep, completely sur­ 
rounding the home of Mr. Wm.

Many cellars over the town were flooded. 
The Storm was accompanied by terrific 
thunder and lightning and some hail as 
large as shellbarks, but not enough to do 
any damage, 
The small streams through­ 
out the neighborhood were turned into 
raging torents and the damage done in 
the way of carrying away bridges, fences, 
etc., besides the washing of fields and 
roads, is quite heavy. The railroad bridge 
over Swift Run, Mountpleasant township, 
was damaged to such an extent that no 
heavy trains could pass over until repair­ 
ed, 
The pike bridge at the tame place 
was partly torn away. 


The rain and storm was not general in 
the county, as the upper end of the coun­ 
ty had but little rain, as did also the low­ 
er end. 


At East Berlin, Abbottstown, etc , the

How a Submarine Dives. 


All submarine vessels are brought 
to a condition or readiness to sub­ 
merge by taking in water ballast in 
suitably 
arranged 
and 
controlled 
tanks. 
This causes more of the boat 
to sink below the water’s surface, and 
finally leaves her with only a small 
part of 
her conning-tower 
out of 
water. 
The remaining part above 
water represents what is called “re­ 
serve buoyancy.” This buoyancy var­ 
ies generally from 200 
to 
1000 
pounds, depending upon the size of 
the craft; and it is to overcome the 
permanent tendency to rise repre­ 
sented by this reserve th a t pressure 
is brought to bear upon the sub­ 
merging rudders or the aeroplanes 
in order to make the boat sink after 
she is once put in motion. 


Now, the amount of water that 
m ust be taken into a submarine ves­ 
sel to bring ^ier body sufficiently be­ 
low the surface for readiness to dive 
constitutes one of the two prime dis­ 
tinctions between the submarine and 
the submersible. 
In the submarine 
only from five per cent, to twelve per 
cent, of her total submerged bulk lies 
above the surface when she is in her 
lightest condition, and, accordingly, 
nearly that percentage of water bal­ 
last must be pumped into her tanks 
to bring her down to the required 
condition preparatory to running sub­ 
merged. 
In a, submersible, on the 
other hand, two, three and even four 
times this percentage of water ballast 
must be pumped into her tanks in 
order to reduce the vessel’s reserve 
of buoyancy so th at she may be forci- 
by made to sink out of sight. 
It is 
the height out of water or reserve 
of buoyancy of the submersible which 
gives her her superior sea-keeping 
qualities, which permits the vessel 
to be driven safely on the surface at 
higher rates of speed, and which con­ 
tributes in other ways to the, effic­ 
iency, the habitability and the mili­ 
tary value of the craft.— Harper's 
Weekly.

The supposed power of the full

at Potsdam, from 
January, 1S94, to 


June, 1900, lleissner found no such 
dispersing power, but that there is a 
minimum of cloud about the time of

results we might expect, if it is 
assumed 
that the moon has

LOSS OF FERTILITYBYLEACHING 


Land kept constantly as a garden 
loses much of its fertility by leach- 
I ing. 
A clover rotation is a best pre- 
ventive of this. 
There should bo at 
least two or three garden spots on 
each farm kept rich enough so that 
i one year's extra manuring will bring 
it into the finest possible condition 
) for garden truck. 
If farmers could 
always 
plant 
gardens 
on 
two-year 
clover sod they would 
raise 
better 
crops and with less stable 
manure 
, and other fertilizers than they now 
' require. 


The clover does much more thai\ 
furnish green manure to ferment in 
the soil. 
Its roots reach down into 
the subsoil, thus not only saving and 
bringing to the surface plant 
food 
that would otherwise be wasted, but 
also by enlivening the subsoil, allow- 
ing the roots of crops to go deeper. 
Clover sod, to begin with, if well en- 
riched, is best for such crops as cu- 
cumbers and melons, that are always 
most liable to suffer from drouth. 
Jt 
is quite impossible to make a good 
garden crop, unless the land has pre- 
viously been enriched by a series of 
heavy manurings.

CHECKS THE SAP. 


Girdling of trees at the proper 
time checks the downward flow of 
sap for a time and compels the trees 
to form fruit buds.

WHAT MEN USED TO EAT. 


Most of Present-Day Dainties Wer® 
Unknown to Past Generations. 


What would bo tho sensations 
of 
one of our ancestors 
of the middle 
ages if ho could sit down to a mod­ 
ern breakfast table? asked an ingen­ 
ious student of old manners In tho 
current Harper’s Wreekly. 
“To be­ 
gin with fruits,” he answers, “these 
were almost unknown to tho men of 
his period; certainly in their pres­ 
ent form. 
So were most of our veg­ 
etables. 
The only vegetable which 
seems to bo more or less indigenous 
over tho greater part of the world is 
tho 
squash-pumpkin 
tribe. 
The 
pumpkin is very ancient, for it dates 
back to Cinderella. 
Of course 
he 
knew the small wild cherry, with Its 
bitter flavor, tho little wild straw­ 
berry, tho raspberry, blackberry and 
plum. 
Apples, or 'crabs/ as Shakes- 
peare calls them, were used in Eng­ 
land, and generally roasted ln order 
to deprive them of their astringency. 
The wild-hedge orange of China and 
India filtered into ©uropo occasion­ 
ally, but it was scarcely eatable. Po­ 
tatoes were, 
of 
course, 
unknown. 
Bananas were introduced ln quantity 
to Europe within 
the lifetime 
of 
many middle-aged men. 
The grape­ 
fruit Is tho product of tho past two 
decades, and even yet has seldom 
crossed tho Atlantic. 
The 
peach 
was a poisonous shrub In Persia. Our 
worthy ancestor, then, broke his fast 
upon salt flsh, or meat u he were 
wealthy or had access to some depr 
forest. 
He washed down his food 
with hot beer, spiced, or honey brew.” 


Moon Doesn’t Affect Clouds. 


The supposed 
power of tho full 
moon to disperse 
clouds In which 
meteorologists have 
been gradually 
losing belief, has been just investi­ 
gated again, this time In South Afri­ 
ca by J. R. Sutton. 
In observations 
at Potsdam, from 
January, 1894, to 
Juno, 1900, Meissner found no such 
dispersing power, but that there Is a 
minimum of cloud about the timo of 
tho new moon and a maximum just 
after 
full.

concludes 
that these aro just the apparent 
results wo might expect, if it is 
assumed 
that 
the 
moon 
has 
no 
Influence whatever. 
In south Africa 
the cirrus and cirro-status disappear 
at sunset, but the rising moon, makes 
them visible again, and the 8 p. m. 
observations from January, 1900, to 
January, 
x907. 
show 
considerably 
more cloud beteen the third and eight­ 
eenth lunar day than between tho 
eighteenth and third.
